The American soldiers, as one min- 
gles with them, do not appear to un- 
dereatimate in the ali^teet the se- 
riousness and eameetness of the task 
before them, but from the newest 
rookie to the oldest seiKeant they 
are going thiough their daily drill, 
performing their daily work with 
dash, vim and cheerfulness and will-

Mrs. Tompkina began to cry and 
becan* hyateriepl and her huaban<l 
said no more. Later, it is said, he 
made a detailed verbal confession to 
the Rev. D. F. Henry, pastor of the 
Ebensburg Presbyterian church, but 
this confession was nnt made public.
